REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Oath/Declaration

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 , 5-9 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of 
record does not teach the claimed subject matter including utilizing a periodic flux of 
ions having a duty cycle at first and second exposure temperatures as claimed for 
changing at least one physical dimension by adding material to the structure of the 
feature. 

Claims 2-12 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of 
record does not teach the claimed subject matter including controlling the ion flux duty 
cycle as claimed for changing at least one physical dimension of the feature by adding 
material to the structure of the feature. 

The closest prior art of record to U.S. Pat. No. 6,106,677 to Sandhu discloses 
depositing a layer and then resputtering the layer so that some of the material of the 
layer is sputtered from the layer and into the aperture (see Figures 2 & 3). There is no 
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disclosure of utilizing an ion duty cycle to add material to a feature or utilizing first and 
second temperature with the duty cycle to add material to a feature.
